PERMANENT DEPARTMENTAL HEADS 
We hav e alway s had a great av ersion toward 
bu reau cracy with p ermanent head s in v ariou s 
-offices, p articu larly fed eral offices. We want a 
p resid ent that is elected by the majority v iews 
of the p eop le. WTe want him to ap p oint a cabinet. 
We also reserv e the right to change ou r congress 
ev ery so often. In short we like ou r p riv ilege of 
v oting and we d o not want to su rrend er it. 
Bu t all these are not reasons why we shou ld 
not hav e the best men av ailable at the head s of 
the v ariou s d ep artments in Washington. 
We 
shou ld hav e men in these p ositions with ex ecu ­ 
tiv e ability and a broad knowled ge of their work 
rather than those that are so oiten chosen be­ 
cau se they are fav orites of those in p ower and 
hav e no p articu lar ability . These men shou ld be 
p aid ad eq u ate salaries to make the p ositions a t­ 
tractiv e for they cannot be ex p ected to su rren­ 
d er the op p ortu nities of p riv ate life for u nd er­ 
p aid gov ernment jobs. Not that the salaries 
which are now p aid wou ld n't p rov e attractiv e to 
many of u s bu t to get the best men in p u blic p o­ 
sitions we mu st p ay them enou gh to meet the 
incomes that they can command in p riv ate life. 
These men shou ld hav e ad eq u ately trained 
p erm anent staffs in their offices, cap able of car­ 
ry ing on regard less of p olitical changes. Only 
in this way can efficiency be created and m ain­ 
tained . 
If the new Roosev elt ad ministration is to p u t 
the gov ernmental machinery into smooth op er­ 
ation in short time, it will d o well to consid er 
this im p ortant p hase of the coming regime. It 
will not only p av e the way toward fu tu re gGod 
gov ernment bu t will giv e the men a chance who 
are cap able and hav e the initiativ e. Pay for 
good men in the im p ortant so-called u nd erling 
p ositions and giv e them a clear field of action, 
free from tangling red -tap e. 


PLIGHT OF THE RAILROADS 
The p resent bad situ ation in which almost ev ­ 
ery railroad , large or small, find s itself is not the 
resu lt of the p ast two or three y ears of d ep res­ 
sion bu t the cu lmination of almost twelv e y ears 
of comp arativ e lean bu siness. 
The influ x of the au tomobile and tru ck into 
the bu siness and social world accou nts for the 
d ownhill slid e of railroad bu siness. There was a 


time when the railroad offered the chief means 
of transp ortation, p articu larly for long trip s or 
ship ments. Grad u ally the au tomobile and the 
motor tru ck crep t into comp etition u ntil now 
they menace the v ery su rv iv al of the railroad . 
How long they can continu e to op erate at a 
loss is now the big q u estion before nearly ev ery 
board of d irectors of railroad s. 
Salaries and 
ov erhead hav e been red u ced to the minimu m. 
Personnel has been d ecreased , ex p end itu res for 
materials and su p p lies hav e been halv ed and 
maintenance work has been p ostp oned time after 
time. Fu rther red u ction in the cost of op era­ 
tion is manifestly imp ossible. 
W hat then is the answer to their p roblems? 
They hav e alway s formed the backbone of ou r 
transp ortation sy stem and althou gh they hav e 
lost greatly in p restige d u e to the fast and eco­ 
nomical transp ortation that au tomobiles and 
tru cks offer for short jou rney s, the railroad s are 
still ind isp ensable for transcontinental trav el 
and ship p ing. They mu st be p eserv ed , y et there 
mu st be a rad ical change from the p resent situ ­ 
ation if they are to su rv iv e. 
It seems imp erativ e that the whole sy stem 
mu st be rev ised . They mu st d ev ise swifter and 
more economical transp ortation if they are to 
comp ete with au tomobiles. In other word s they 
mu st be able to make short or long trip s as 
q u ickly , cheap ly and efficiently as the tru ck or 
au to if they are to come back into their own. 
Ju st how this is to be accomp lished , of cou rse 
is another story , bu t it mu st be d one soon or it 
will be too late.
